The Dominion papers taken generally 
are severe in their condemnation of what 
is called tho Hudson Bay scheme in tho 
Nort&wcst. Wo are no admirers of 
monopolies at any time, under any cir* 
cumstaaces or to accomplish any object; 
nor are wo the defenders or npoligists of 
this one, beyoud the strict point of right, 
which ia asserted to bo the great obstacle 
in the way of the cession of tho coveted 
territory, and its inevitable result, imme- 
diate Confederation. It cannot bo denied 
however, that this leviathan company, 
havo attained certain rights in tho far 
west which must bo logally and thorough- 
ly disposed of before any defiuite arrange- 
ments for the opeuing and occupation of 
its magnificent lauds can bo mado satis- 
factory to any party or usefully to any 
country. As a matter of policy govern- 
ing onr futuro prospects and interests 
In that quarter, as well a3 tho success of 
tho great scheme of a consolidated Brit- 
ish power on this continent, it does ap- 
pear to us essentially necessary that those 
rights should be for ever disposed of bo- 
forehand. TaKi'u'g'tt' reuVdnabltj Vieiv of 
this subject, as wo wonld of all others 
where tho good of this Colony and Great 
Britain is involved, tho question is 
what are those rights worth, and what 
if they obstruct the scheme on which so 
much depends, can Government in 
the name of the country, afford to givo for 
them? The largo sum of £1,000,000 
sterling is the price fixed upon, with an 
indefinite payment guaranteed by royalty 
upon lands and mines. It is a largo sum 
bo doubt, yet if wo recollect rightly, tho 
States offered i'3,000,000 for the same 
not Tory long ago. So far then, the 
price is reasonable. The manner of tho 
payment, it is true, may cause some in- 
convenience, somo hardship, perhaps some 
injustice hereafter, which we cannot fore- 
see, but no injury equal to tho postpone" 
ment of Confederation which their non- 
disposal causes at present, and which 
wo all feel bitterly. Howover objection- 
able tho bargain may bo in many respects, 
yet if it is the host that can be made, 
let it bo concluded, we say, with all 
speed that tho last obstacle to the final 
negotiations may bo overcome. Tho 
company as a body are not very popular 
in Canada or in this Colony; but we think, 
they deserve some credit for not offering 
any mean, paltry, or factions propositions 
In the disposal of their territory, and for 
asking only about half the sum from Eng. 
land that they conld havo obtained from 
the IT. States. It cannot be denied also, 
that the company have been useful on this 
continent as pioneers, in upholding British 
interests, and that, therefore, they deserve 
compensation more than average cases of 
tho kind, in giving op their rights for 
ever. We now want to get rid of their 
rights, and wo must expect to pay 
for the privilege of tioiog so. Whatever 
their past history has been, in this matter 
they do not appear to ho acting with 
obstinacy, injustico, or exorbitancy. 
The method of payment may. as we have 
said, be objectionablo, but it certainly has 
one great advantage. By forcing the 
company to take an interest in tho future 
occupation and development of the North 
west, and tho great results which must 
inevitably result therefrom, wo compel nt 
'"" the samo time,'a large number 6i rich and 
powerful men to bo good friends of our 
cause ; and thus the self-interest created 
may hereafter, while acting for itself, do 
immense good to our cause, and hasten 
its final and complete triumph. In all 
subsequent transactions it will also dictate 
liberality and justice. It is by nc means 
an easy task for any Government to deal 
with vested charter rights involving even 
sovereignty, which upon the fnco of them 
are worth £1,000,000 sterling. Tho 
general objections exist not so much 
against tho amount given, ns against the 
method of payment; but, if tho purchase 
money is not forthcoming at onco, what 
other seenrity for its payment could be 
given? Before the press of any country 
condemn tho transaction and thus embar- 
rass the negotiations, they should bo pro 
pared specifically to answer this question.

Wo rogot lo state that this vessel, on her 
way to Victoria from Nanaimo, went aahoro 
about four miloa south of Plumper Pass on 
Friday sight. As far as wo can ascertain 
from good authority the particulars are aa 
follows. Tho Conatantane was undor the 
command of Captain Bonjamio, a Russian, 
who brought her irom Sitka and who Stated 
lie knew tho coast. After coaling at Na- 
naimo it appears be Blarted for Victoria about 
six o'clock in the evening of Friday, overshot 
the Pass, and entered a bay which, as far as 
we learn from tho maps, bus no passage 
through ; andooutrary to tho wishes ol Capt 
Kobl, who was on board, Capt Benjamin 
would not let go the anchor until daylight, 
Tho consequenco was she went on shore, 
She is reported to have three or four feet of 
wator in her, but it is not thought she has 
Eustainod very serious damage. The Otter 
returned yesterday afternoon from the vessel, 
bringing down tho passengers who wore on 
their way from Sitka. The Constantine re- 
mained as on tho day previous! A echooucr 
was towed up to take the coal which was on 
board from her, when it is thought she will 
be sufficiently lightered to get oil.

Il will bo remembered that on her first trip 
she fell in with tho wreck of tho U. S. ship 
Suwance, renderod necessary assistance to 
lhat vessel, and returned to Esquimult with 
the main portion of her crew, &o. The even- 
ing of the day of leaving Esquimalt (17lh) 
reached Naniimo, coaled, left next morning 
and anchored in Blenkinsop Bay. On the 
19th arrived off Fort Rupert ; met tho Otter 
with freight and soma of the crow of the Su- 
wanee, on her way to Victoria. 

THE suwanee wreck. / 
On the 20th arrived at Shadwell Passage, 
scene of tho late wrock, and remained in con- 
sequence of fog. During this timo the wreck 
was perfectly black with Indians, who wore 
securing everything that could be taken away, 
West Huston and others got a considerable 
quantity of brass woik from ihe vessol. Found 
the rock on which was the wreck, four feet 
out of water at low tide, Soma ovening ar- 
rived at Safety Cove, Calvert Island. On 
tho 21st left and anchored in the evening in 
Carter Bay, which is a snug and commodious 
nuchorngo, named nftor a man who was poi- 
soned by eating muscles, and who belonged to 
Vancouver's expedition.

ASSASSINATION' of PRINCE MICHAEL 

Belgrade, Juno 12. — Theassnssius of 
Prince Michael tiro in custody, and havo 
already been subjected to examination. 
Several other arrests have been made, the 
country people having brought in suspici- 
ous persons. Public tranquillity bus 
been no where disturbed. 

The representatives of foreign Towers 
have had frequent conferences with the 
Provisional Government. 

The body of Prince Michael, terribly 
mutilated, will bo embalmed to-day, and 
it is thought probable the funeral will bo 
solemnized the day after to-morrow. 
The Diplomatic Body, bended by tho 
f English Consul General proceeded to 
day to tho Ministry of Foreign Affairs in 
order to express to the Provisional Gov., 
ernmont the deep commiseration they felt 
at the death of Prince Michael. 

The Marinovich thanked them for 
their sympathy, 

Tho Princess Julie, tho widow of the 
Into Prince, is expected to arrivo here 
from Vienna. 

The body of tho Prince will lie iu state 
to. morrow. 

Belgrade, June 13, — A proclamation 
has been issued by the Minister of War 
to the Servian nnny announcing that the 
deceased Prince wished his nephew, 
Milan Obronowitz, to be his successor, 
and called upon the troops to support tbo 
will of their late Sovereign. The procla- 
mation was very favourably received. 

The elections to the SknptHchina are 
fixed for u'le ^Ist insc, and the convoca- 
tion for the 2d of July. 

Tho Municipality of Belgrade have 
unanimously proclaimed the nephew of 
ol the murdered Prince Michael 0!,;o;;c-> 
M witz as the presumptive future ruler of 
Servia. The feeling throughout the 
whole country is in favour of this Bacces* 
siou. From what has transpired from 
the investigations set on foot respecting 
the recent murder of the I'rinco it would 
appear that there was a conspiracy in 
Jrtvr.ar of ! >in . . ]>jM-ft' T <eorfu!Vvk'h dyn- 
asty. 

Tho names of the murderers who have 
been arrested are Bodovanowich, from 
Schabatz; Rogich and Athanazovitch, 
from Poscharevaz. At Schabatz the 
authorities had great difficulty in protect- 
ing the family of Radovanowicb from tho 
fury of the populace. 

The Official Gazette and the journal 
V~id0Cdan publish a communication de- 
claring that tho originator of the con* 
spirucy to assassinate I'rinco Michael 
was the dethroned Prince Alexander 
Karageorgrewich. This communication 
adds : — 

" Tho head of the murderer will never 
wear the Servian Crown. Michael III. is 
fallen; long live Milan IV." 



To Mariners— Tho Governor has received 
from tho Admiral a notification that a Shoal 
lias been recently discovered and surveyed 
by Navigating Lieutenant Pender, in Sea" 
forth Channel, Milbank Sound. The Shoal, 
called "Dull Patch" is situated about four 
anil a half cables North by compass from 
the astern point of Kynumpi Harbour, and 
has only six feet of water at low wator.

INDIAN MURDERS. 

Same afternoon the Sparrowhawk loft and 
arrived at the Noaa Mission. Horo it was 
found that the river had been under blockade 
by Chimpsaan Indians in consequence of 
having had two of their chiefs killed by the 
Naas Indiana at a whisky feast up the river- 
Tho Chimpseans had como up to be avenged, 
but were disarmed by Mr Tomlinsou, the 
Missionary, and were compelled to leave for 
Fort Simp.-on. Shortly after this tho Naas 
natives came down in a largo body to attack 
the others. Thid stato of things is most dis- 
astrous to tho mission — no communication 
can take ploce with Fort Simpson, and vice 
versa. Mr Tornlinson prolesses to be in 
danger of his lifo. | It will ho a matter for 
the Government, either to support the mission 
or that tho Indians bo ullowed to carry oat 
their own customs. — Ed. J 

At the Metlukahtla mission a massacre had 
been heard of at Ackwillgate, about 100 
miles up tho Skeena river, wherein three 
Indians of the mission had been shot, ono 
fatally, one eeriously and tho other slightly. 
Oa the 27th left and anchored in Lowe 
Inlet. 

JACK KNIGHT AND PARTY. 

Next day (28th) anchored at Bella Bella, 
where was hoard of the massacro of Jack 
Knight uuil boy by the Wakenoo Indians, 
who inhabit Rivers Canal. As Knight had 
called at Bella Bella early in May the murder 
must have taken place early in same month. 
On ihe 29tb July tho Sparrowhawk stopped 
sgaiu a: S.Mai! wei) Passage, where vas anchor- 
ed ihe New World. She had taken on beard 
all of the Suwaneo's guns but one, and was 
expected lo ieavo in three days. 

THE 8AA4UA81I MINE. 

Oo the 30ih, evening, anchored oQ tho 
Suaquaah coal mine, took on board 10 tons 
which was found on trial lo eqaul the 
Nanaimo coid. It produces lees smoko and 
less soot, the only drawback being the 
amouot ol clinker which is formed, thereby 
necessitating constant stirring up — a smiill 
m itior. The seam lies east and west, is 20 
inches in thickness and is covered with 
about 1C feet of a gravelly slate and a sort 
of tenaciouH white clay. 

MORE INDIAN MASSACRES: 

Oa tho 31st anchored in Alort Boy ; visit- 
ed iho Nimkish river aod found 300 Indians 
who had arrived from Jarvis Iu lot, when in- 
formation had been heard of tho massaore 
of some of the Nimkish Indians by those at 
tho bead of the Inlet. Same day anchored 
at Nanoosc, sailed, called at Nanaimo, but 
linding could not got coal, left and arrived 
at Esquimalt on Saturday tho Ut August. 

THE THORNTON OUTRAGE. 

[In conclusion, Irom the information re- 
ceived th'.'re is every reason for believing 
that the attack on the crow of the Thornton 
rose from a mistoko on the part of tho Thorn- 
ton with the Nacultoa Indians, who wore de- 
sirous of returning a slavo which tho sloop 
had on board, nnd refusing to givo up, were 
lired upon. This slave was one which shortly 
befc.ro had been liberated by Mr Duncan and 
was taken to Fort Kupert by the Sparrow- 
nawk, whero be bad been discharged. — Ed] 
Other Indian outrages aro reported to havo 
occurred op the Stokin river. 

The Supreme King of Siam has published 
nn official list, with tho names of his chil- 
dren, iho dutes of their birth and of tho dales 
of loose deceased. The whole number is 
eighty-one, ol whom tho oldest was born in 
1823, the youngest in 18G8. Sixty-six are 
now living.
